The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  is  installing  a  new 
16-inch  watjcr  main  along  Cesar  Chavez,  Connecticut  and  Wisconsin  streets  to  im- 
prove our  drinking  water  sysicm.The  new  line  will  connect  to  the  Potrero  Heights 
Reservoir  at  22nd  Street  between  Wisconsin  and  Carolina.  In  2005  the  SFPUC  will 
retrofit  the  Potrero  Heights  reservoir. 

The  pipeline  installation,  known  as  the  Potrero  Heights  SuppJy  Line,  is  part  of 
an  upgrade  to  the  Sunset  Reservoir  Circulation  System  that  will  also  increase  water 
pressure  on  the  Hill.  This  new  pipeline  and  the  reservoir  retrofit  are  among  the  77 
local  and  regional  capital  improvement  projects  approved  by  voters  in  November 
2002. 

The  contractor,  A.  Ruiz  Construction,  is  working  block  to  block  very  quickly 
and  expects  to  approach  Cesar  Chavez  at  Evans  Avenue  by  early  September.  Ap- 
proximate dates  arc  as  follows: 

Cesar  Chavez  &  Kansas:  Mid-August  to  early  September 
Cesar  Chavez  fid  Evans:  Early  September  to  mid-September 
Connecticut  &  26th;  Mid-September  to  early  October 
Connecticut  &  Wisconsin:  Early  October  into  November 
Wisconsin  &  22nd:  Mid-November  to  early  December. 

Work  hours  arc  from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  weekdays.  On  each  block,  the  work  in- 
cludes saw  cutting  the  street,  trenching  and  pipe  installation,  backfill  and  compac- 
tion, concrete  base  restoration,  paving  and  clean-up.  Residents  may  experience 
some  traffic  delays  and  re-routing.The  SFPUC  does  not  expect  this  project  to  cause 
interruptions  in  water  service.  For  more  information  contact  Maureen  Barry,  SFPUC

The  Potrero  Heights  reservoir  site,  excavated  out  of  solid  Serpentine  rock  in 
1897,  has  survived  earthquakes  suffered  in  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  stores  a  mil- 
lion gallons  of  water.  The  reservoir  basin,  originally  operated  by  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  had  its  current  tank  and  pump  station  added  in  1950  in  order  to 
supplement  water  service  to  a  growing  community. 

As  part  of  the  rebuilding  of  Hetch  Heichy  and  the  modernization  of  water 
delivery,  the  current  lank  and  pump  station  will  be  dismantled  and  replaced 
sometime  during  the  summer  of  2005. 


Power  Plant 
Conundrum

Conundrum:  "A  paradoxical,  insoluble, 
or  difficult  problem;  a  dilemma."  (-Ameri- 
can Heritage®  Dictionary  of  the  English 
Language):  "an  intricate  and  difficult 
problem."  (Merriam-Webster  Dictionary) 

Just  when  you  think  we  are  getting 
close,  the  cirys  effort  to  execute  a  well 
thought  out  Energy  Resource  Plan  hits 
another  snag.  Communities  for  a  Better 
Environment  (CBE)  has  appealed  a  per- 
mit to  store  aqueous  ammonia,  delaying 
an  air  quality  upgrade  of  Mirant  Potrero 
Power  Plant  (Unit  3)  that  would  reduce 
Nitrous  Oxide  (NOx)  and  Sulfur  Dioxide 
(SOx)  by  many  hundreds  of  tons  per  year. 
The  Potrero  community,  Supervisor 
Sophie  Maxwell,  and  Mayor  Newsom 
have  worl'ed  hard  to  improve  electrical 
energy  reliability  while  reducing  reliance 
on  fossil  fuel  generation.  The  goals  of  the 
Energy  Resource  Plan  include  ridding  the 
city  of  old  polluting  power  plants  at 
PGSiE  Hunters  Point  plant  and  Unit  3  at 
the  base  of  Potrero  Hill  at  23rd  and  Illi- 
nois streets. 

CBE  says  the  city  and  the  Bay  Area 
Air  Quality  Management  District  did  not 
perform  the  necessary  environmental  re- 
view, and  while  there  may  be  some  merit 
to  CBEs  claim,  without  the  retrofit 
Mirant  will  buy  pollution  offsets  (credits 
for  pollution  reduction  elsewhere  in  the 
Bay  Area)  and  continue  to  operate,  with 
those  costs  passed  on  to  consumers'  elec- 
tric bills.  But  Mirant  needs  to  complete 
the  retrofit  in  order  to  continue  running 
six  other  power  plants  in  the  Bay  Area.  So 
if  Mirant  cannot  retrofit  Unit  3  they  may 
refuse  to  sell  the  land  the  city  needs  to  site 
the  new  CTs  at  Potrero.  Without  the  CTs, 


Hunters  Point  may  need  to  remain  opera- 
tional until  other  "new"  energy  is  found, 
guaranteeing  years  of  the  dirtier  older 
plants. 

The  simple  way  to  shut  down  Unit  3 
is  to  make  it  economically  unfeasible. 
Currently,  Mirant  operates  Unit  3  under  a 
Reliability  Must  Run  (RMR)  contract 
from  the  California  Independent  System 
Operator  (CALISO).  The  contract 
supplements  payments  to  Mirant  to  guar- 
antee a  profit,  even  with  very  high  operat- 
ing costs  for  old  plants.  Without  the 
RMR  agreement,  it  is  not  a  viable  plant. 
The  city's  new  CTs  would  provide  the 
power  resource  to  meet  the  reliability 
needs,  Mirant's  RMR  contract  would  not 
be  renewed  and  the  plant  would  cease  op- 
eration. 

The  timing  of  the  new  energy  deliv- 
ery is  making  the  upgrade  very  critical. 
Because  of  current  Clean  Air  standards, 
the  old  Unit  3  cannot  operate  beyond 
2005  without  the  emission  controlling  • 
upgrade.  Without  the  Unit  3  upgrade. 
Hunters  Point  could  be  needed,  prolong- 
ing the  life  of  that  very  polluting  power 
plant  for  years. 

The  Hunters  Point  Plant  will  con- 
tinue to  run  until  the  Potrero  Plant  up- 
grade is  completed  and  either  the  comple- 
tion of  PGfi^E's  Jefferson  (San  Mateo 
County)  Martin  (Brisbane)  major  trans- 
mission line  project  around  2007,  or  the 
city's  CT  project  is  up  and  running.  That 
system  upgrade  could  allow  the  Hunters 
Point  Plant  to  be  shut  down,  but  alone 
does  nothing  to  close  Mirant's  Unit  3- 

No  one  entity  can  dictate  or  control 
the  various  parts  of  this  puzzle.  And  none 
of  the  entities  can  force  or  cajole  the  oth-

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Innovative  Approaches 
for  Liquor  Stores

Think  of  specific  street  corners  of  our 
district  where  there  is  constant  crime,  vio- 
lence, loitering,  drunkenness,  and  other 
public  nuisances.  Chances  are  those  cor- 
ners house  liquor  stores. 

We've  all  experienced  the  scene: 
groups  of  people  hanging  out  all  day  by 
the  store's  entrance,  bottles  and  trash 
strewn  along  the  sidewalk,  the  store  itself 
boarded  up  like  a  fortress  -  dark,  impos- 
ing, tagged  with  graffiti.  Its  no  wonder 
our  citizens  cross  the  street  to  walk  on  the 
other  side. 

A  year  ago  I  wrote  legislation  to  create 
an  Alcohol  Restricted  Use  District  along 
Third  Street  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point  to 
limit  the  number  of  liquor  scores  in  the 
neighborhood.  Based  upon  similar  dis- 
tricts in  San  Francisco,  including  South  of 
Market  and  the  Haight,  the  legislation 
stemmed  the  tide  of  liquor  stores  in  an 
area  already  disproportionately  populated 
by  chem.

Yet  we  have  all  remained  frustrated, 
in  Bayview  Hunters  Point,  Potrero  Hill 
and  throughout  the  city,  with  the  ongoing 
quality-of-life  problems  that  come  with 
poorly  run  liquor  stores.  Limiting  their 
numbers  is  an  important  first  step,  but  we 
want  to  help  them  to  clean  up  their  stores 


and  we  want  real  enforcement  power  - 
primarily  delegated  to  the  California  ABC 
-  when  they  don't. 

Fortunately,  there  is  a  way.  Working 
with  staff  and  young  people  from  the 
Youth  Leadership  Institute,  my  office  is 
drafting  legislation  modeled  after  the  pio- 
neering Deemed  Approved  Ordinance  of 
Oakland. 

The  Deemed  Approved  Ordinance 
(DAO)  is  designed  to  be  both  a  carrot  and 
a  stick  for  liquor  stores.  The  ordinance 
will  provide  funding  for  outrcath  workers 
to  assist  local  merchants  to  improve  their 
stores  and  to  meet  the  laws  requirements. 
In  the  Tenderloin,  youth  outreach  workers 
recently  partnered  with  the  owner  of  the 
Empire  Market  on  Eddy  Street,  opening 
up  windows  and  replacing  advertisements 
for  alcohol  and  cigarettes  with  positive 
pictures  of  the  neighborhood  and  its  resi- 
dents. What  was  once  a  blight  on  the  com- 
munity is  now  a  positive  addition.  We 
should  replicate  such  success  in  our  district. 

The  DAO  includes  an  important  en- 
forcement mechanism  as  well.  Although 
revocation  of  a  store's  liquor  license  re- 
mains a  state  function,  under  the  DAO 
San  Francisco  will  be  able  to  attach  condi- 
tions -  and  ultimately  revoke  -  the  liquor 
store's  use  permit  based  upon  its  compli- 
ance with  local  standards,  which  are  writ- 
ten into  the  legislation.  In  other  words, 
while  the  storeowner  may  retain  his/her 
liquor  license,  under  our  planning  code 
we  would  attach  conditions  or  eliminate 
the  owner's  permit  to  operate  the  store. 

The  DAO  will  also  establish  an  Alco- 
hol Outlet  Advisory  Board  to  provide  a 
venue  for  storeowners,  neighbors,  and  city 
departments  to  voice  their  concerns  and 
share  their  successes.  Addressing  the  issue 
of  liquor  stores  requires  a  full  city-mcr- 
chant-community  partnership. 

I  will  introduce  the  DAO  at  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  this  October,  with 
the  hope  of  having  the  ordinance  as  city 
law  this  year.  Together,  with  active  com- 
munity partners  and  dedicated  organiza- 
tions such  as  the  Youth  Leadership  Insti- 
tute, we  can  make  a  real  difference  in  our 
neighborhoods.

Thumbs  Down:  Heli- 
port at  SF  General 

Editor; 

S.F.  General  Hospital  is  situated  In  a 
heavily  populated  residential  area:  elemen- 
tary schools,  playgrounds,  and  a  church 
are  within  the  immediate  area. 

The  noise  from  helicopters  would  not 
only  disturb  the  neighborhood,  but  could 
traumatize  the  hospital  patients  who  al- 
ready have  problems. 

Should  a  copter,  in  its  rush  to  save 
one  life,  miscalculate  and  have  a  crash  on 
the  busiest  freeway,  U.S.  101,  many  lives 
could  be  lost  just  to  save  a  few  minutes  for 


one  person. 

The  source  and  location  of  the  in- 
jured person  is  important.  The  nearest 
hospital  should  be  contacted  and  used. 
The  severity  of  injury  should  be  deter- 
mined and  then  the  patient  taken  by  am- 
bulance to  a  better-qualified  hospital  if 
necessary. 

San  Francisco  isn't  so  large  that  a  pa- 
tient couldn't  reach  his  or  her  destination 
by  ambulance  just  as  quickly  or  even 
quicker  than  the  time  it  takes  to  launch  a 
helicopter  from  the  rooftop  of  the  windy 
area. 

Trying  to  squeeze  the  helicopter  onto 
the  roof  of  a  hospital  building  in  the 
crowded  area  of  the  Mission/Potrero  Is  a 
great  danger  to  the  surrounding  area,  al- 
ways keeping  in  mind  the  heavy  traffic  on 
Potrero  Avenue  and  the  101  freeway, 
should  the  copter  get  caught  in  a  gust  of 
wind  and  crash. 

Trying  to  put  the  heliport  in  such  a 
congested  area  is  like  "drawing  to  an  in- 
side straight." 

Who  are  San  Francisco  taxpayers  ser- 
vicing? Where  would  we  be  picking  up 
these  patients?  Does  the  San  Francisco 
budget  have  three  million  dollars  to  spare? 

The  S.F.  General  Hospital  rooftop  is 
too  small  an  area  to  squeeze  in  a  heliport. 
Look  elsewhere,  where  there  is  open  space 
and  not  so  many  human  lives  at  risk.

City-Sponsored 
Workshop  on 
Air  Quality

On  Wednesday.  August  25,  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  held  a 
neighborhood  workshop  lo  give  residents 
the  opportunity  to  consider  and  make  rec- 
ommendations about  measures  to  improve 
air  quality  and  pubHc  health  in  the  South- 
east community.  This  workshop,  held  at 
the  Cahfornia  College  of  Art  on  Eighth 
Street,  was  the  second  workshop  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco  Elec- 
tric Reliability  Project  (SFERP). 

SFERP  proposes  developing  a  145- 
megawatt  power  plant  at  the  present 
Mirant  power  plant  site,  between  23rd 
Street  and  Humboldt  Street  on  IHinois. 
The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  shut 
down  older,  polluting  power  plants  lo- 
cated in  the  Southeast,  while  ensuring  a 
reliable  power  supply  for  the  city. 

The  California  Energy  Commission  is 
now  reviewing  the  city's  proposal.  The 
review  process,  which  began  a  few  months 
ago,  will  last  at  least  one  year  and  will  re- 
sult in  a  decision  about  whether  and  how 
the  city  will  be  able  to  implement  SFERP 

As  part  of  the  project,  the  city  intends 
to  implement  a  mitigation  program  that 
would  cause  the  net  effect  of  the  new 
plant  to  be  an  improvement  in  air  quality 
for  the  neighborhood. 


At  the  August  25  workshop,  partici- 
pants reviewed  the  city's  air  quality 
consultants  evaluation  of  47  possible 
mitigation  measures,  many  of  which  had 
been  suggested  by  participants  at  a  July 
workshop.  Of  all  the  measures  previously 
suggested,  the  consultant  recommended 
that  ten  be  retained  for  further  consider- 
ation and  evaluation.  These  included 
measures  to  reduce  the  use  of  dtesci  en- 
gines in  the  Southeast  community,  to  buy 
back  and  scrap  old,  polluting  vehicles,  to 
replace  older  wood  stoves  and  fireplaces, 
use  high-efficiency  street  sweepers,  and  to 
sod  or  pave  dirt  lots. 

Participants  discussed  which  measures 
they  felt  should  be  considered  further,  in- 
cluding measures  not  recommended  by  the 
consultant.  Among  others,  their  short  list 
included  supporting  subsidies  to  retrofit 
diesel  engines,  though  some  felt  this  should 
be  offered  only  to  city  vehicles  and  not  to 
private  businesses;  undergrounding  elec- 
trical wires,  and  improving  odor  control  at 
the  Southeast  Water  Treatment  Plant. 

Karen  Kubick,  SFERP's  project  man- 
ager, stated  that  she  appreciated  the  hard 
work  and  contributions  the  participants 
have  made  to  this  process.  "We'd  like  to 
hear  from  more  people,  if  they  have  input 
about  what  mitigation  measures  the  city 
should  adopt, '  she  said.

Court  Stripping  Bill  Would 
Promote  Discrimination, 
Undermine  the  Constitution

In  the  face  of  strong  opposition  from 
Democrats,  the  Republican-controlled 
House  of  Representatives  recently  passed 
the  so-called  Marriage  Protection  Act  of 
2004,  which  would  prevent  federal  courts, 
including  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court,  from 
ruling  on  challenges  to  the  federal  Defense 
of  Marriage  Act. 

Despite  its  name,  this  "court  strip- 
ping" bill  is  not  about  protecting  mar- 
riage. Using  attacks  on  gay  marriage  as  a 
smokescreen,  this  unjust  bill  promotes 
discrimination  and  undermines  the  Su- 
preme Court,  the  federal  judiciary,  and 
our  system  of  checks  and  balances.  San 
Franciscans  reject  this  attempt  to  divide 
our  country.

If  passed  by  the  Senate,  this  bill 
would  impact  the  very  foundation  of  our 
government.  It  impedes  the  uniformity  of 
federal  law,  it  sets  a  dangerous  precedent, 
and  it  does  grave  damage  to  the  separation 
of  powers.  It  would  be  the  first  time  in  the 
more  than  200  years  of  our  country's  his- 
tory that  Congress  has  enacted  legislation 
totally  eliminating  any  federal  court  from 
considering  the  constitutionality  of  federal 
legislation.  Only  state  courts  would  be 
able  to  decide  questions  related  to  this 
provision  of  a  federal  statute. 

This  bill  is  a  backdoor  attempt  to 
amend  the  Constitution  by  simple  major- 
ity. It  would  effectively  end  the  Supreme 


Court's  role  as  a  separate  and  independent 
branch  of  government.  It  would  eliminate 
all  means  of  reconciling  conflicting  state 
court  interpretations  of  the  Constitution. 
And  it  would  prevent  the  Supreme  Court 
from  being  the  guardian  of  our  rights. 

That  conflicts  with  more  than  200 
years  of  settled  principle,  since  Chief  Jus- 
tice John  Marshall's  opinion  in  1803  in 
Marbury  u  Madison,  which  stated  that  it 
is  "emphatically  the  province  and  the  duty 
of  the  judicial  department  to  say  what  the 
law  is."  Subsequent  decisions  and  the  Su- 
preme Court's  role  as  an  equal  branch  of 
government  strongly  suggest  that  Con- 
gress cannot  prohibit  the  Court  from  de- 
termining the  validity  of  a  law. 

Recently,  wc  celebrated  the  50th  an- 
niversary of  Brown  v.  Board  of  Education. 
If  the  precedent  established  by  this  bill 
had  been  in  force  in  1954,  there  might 
not  have  been  a  Brown  decision.  Imagine 
what  would  have  happened  to  all  the  ad- 
vances in  civil  rights  without  that  ruling. 
Imagine  how  little  we  would  have  had  to 
celebrate. 

The  court  stripping  issue  is  not  a  new 
one.  Numerous  such  proposals  have  been 
made  since  the  Civil  War.  but  they  have 
not  been  adopted  because  Congress  wisely 
exercised  restraint  and  respected  the  sepa- 
ration of  powers  and  our  constitutional 
framework. 

This  bill  is  designed  simply  to  distract 
attention  from  the  real  issues  ihat  we 
should  be  addressing.  Millions  of  Ameri- 
cans arc  looking  for  work.  Since  President 
Bush  took  office,  millions  more  Ameri- 
cans do  not  have  access  to  quality  health 
care.  Our  children  are  not  receiving  the 
quality  of  education  that  they  deserve. 
Irresponsible  and  reckless  Republican  eco- 
nomic policies  are  driving  our  country 
deeply  into  debt  and  giving  our  children  , 
obligations  instead  of  opportunity. 

Instead  of  making  progress  on  those 
issues,  Republicans  choose  to  debate  and 
pass  a  bill  that  promotes  discrimination 
and  that  would  undermine  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  As  House 
Democratic  Leader,  I  am  proud  to  have 
led  a  strong  majority  of  my  Democratic 
colleagues  in  opposing  this  bill  and  urge 
the  Senate  to  reject  it.

PUBLIC  HEARING  SET  FOR  HILL  LIBRARY  PATRONS 

More  than  75  percent  of  Potrero  Hill  voted  yes  last  June  on  Proposition  E  -  to  guarantee 
funds  in  the  budget  for  the  Potrero  Branch  and  several  dozen  other  branch  libraries.  A 
community  hearing  set  for  September  24  may  decide  if  the  funds  will  be  spent  on  in- 
creasing branch  hours  and  increased  staffing.  The  meeting  will  be  chaired  by  Library 
Commissioner  Jan  Zivic,  who  will  report  back  to  the  Library  Commission  what  the 
community  considers  most  important. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  WATCH  MEET  TO  DISCUSS  AREA  ROBBERIES 
A  spurt  of  summer  robberies  has  caused  rising  concern  among  Hill  residents,  especially 
those  living  on  Wisconsin  between  20th  and  23rd  streets.  A  Neighborhood  Watch 
meeting  is  scheduled  in  September  at  the  Neighborhood  House  to  discuss  the  problem. 
In  July  there  had  been  nine  robberies  ,  but  the  number  fell  to  six  in  August.  The  SFPD's 
Robbery  Detail  had  been  active,  showing  photographs  of  suspects  to  the  victims  of  the 
robberies.  According  to  Inspector  Bob  McMillan,  most  of  the  recent  trouble  stemmed 
from  a  few  juveniles  who  have  a  history  of  violations  of  the  law. 

ISA  WILL  HOLD  FUNDRAISER  FOR  STUDENT  TRIP  TO  JAPAN 

The  International  Studies  Academy,  a  charter  school  at  693  Vermont  Street,  was  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  of  Education  to  promote  the  study  of  foreign  languages  and  cultures 
and  international  relations.  Seventeen  students  have  been  selected  to  make  a  trip  to  Ja- 
pan in  late  September  in  a  "sister  school"  visit  to  a  high  school  in  Osaka.  Funds  are  be- 
ing raised  to  support  those  students  who  do  not  have  their  own  means. 

SFGH  MEETING  ON  PERMIT  PARKING  AND  METERS 

The  next  community  meeting  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  will  consider  revisions 
to  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  Residential  Permit  Parking  (RPP)  zone  around  the 
hospital.  A  zone  bounded  by  20th,  25th,  De  Haro,  and  York  streets  has  been  proposed, 
which  will  be  put  into  effect  only  if  a  sufficient  number  of  residents  in  the  proposed 
zone  petition  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  for  the  RPP

Enola  D.  Maxwell  Plaque

The  life  and  legacy  of  Enola  D.  Max- 
well was  recently  celebrated  at  the  unveil- 
ing of  a  plaque  honoring  her  and  her  30+ 
years  of  service  to  Potrero  Hill.

Two  of  the  last  regular  season  mile- 
stones, the  second  trade  deadline  and  the 
stretch  run,  are  upon  us.  Now,  as  the  sea- 
son ncars  its  defining  moments,  it  is  a 
good  time  to  assess  the  2004  Giants. 

Pitching 

After  years  without  an  ace,  Jason 
Schmidt  has  emerged  as  a  true  "horse," 
baseball  parlance  for  a  sure  thing.  When 
viewed  in  context,  Schmidt's  statistics  arc 
a  dual  indicator  of  his  meteoric  rise  to  ex- 
cellence, and  the  irregular  performance  of 
his  fellow  pitchers.  Considered  individu- 
ally, Schmidts  impressive  won-loss  ratio, 
low  ERA,  and  strikeout  totals,  make  him  a 
potential  Cy  Young  award  winner.  On  the 
othet  hand,  the  rest  of  the  Giants  pitching 
staff  arc,  without  Schmidt's  wins,  below 
500  (57  wins  -  60  losses  as  1  write  this 
article). 

The  loss  in  recent  years  of  starter  Russ 
Ortiz  and  relievers  Tim  Worrell  and  Joe 
Nathan,  and  over-reliance  on  the  return  of 
Robb  Nen,  the  recovering  Kirk  Ructer, 
and  on  the  less- than -predictable  Brett 
Tomko,  have  left  the  Giants  with  a  wob- 
bly starting  rotation  and  an  exhausted 
bullpen.  There  arc  emerging  bright  spots 
like  Jerome  Williams,  Noah  Lowry,  and 
Brad  Hennessey,  but  their  young,  talented 
arms  run  the  risk  of  injury  if  they  are 
brought  along  too  quickly  and  not  devel- 
oped properly. 


Hitting 

Historically,  Giant  lineups  have  been 
stocked  with  power  hitters  like  Mays,  Mc- 
Covey  and  Cepeda;  Clark,  Williams  and 
Mitchell;  and  Kent.  Bonds  and  Burks. 

A  tale  of  two  lineups:  Compare  the 
light  hitters  around  Barry  Bonds  to  the 
bomb  squad  of  Sr.  Louis  Cardinals  that 
surrounds  slugger  Albert  Pujols.  It's  clear 
that  the  Giants  have  no  slugging  triad  or 
murderers  row  this  year. 

For  the  most  part,  Bonds  and  Pujols 
are  statistically  similar.  Both  have  high 
batting  averages,  and  while  Bonds  has 
higher  slugging  and  on-base  percentages, 
Pujols  has  more  home  runs  and  RBIs.  But 
here  the  statistical  similarities  end.  Bonds 
is  walked,  or  not  pitched  to,  far  mote  than 
Pujols. 

Why?  Opposing  teams  have  to  pitch 
to  Pujols  because  he  is  followed  by  three 
other  dangerous  Cardinal  hitters:  third 
baseman  Scott  Rolen,  who  hits  fourth, 
right  behind  Pujols,  is  batting  .334  with 
26  home  runs  and  98  RBIs;  ccnterficlder 
Jim  Edmunds,  batting  fifth  for  the  Red- 
birds,  is  hitting  .301  with  30  home  runs 
and  79  RBIs;  and  shortstop  Edgar 
Rentaria,  sbtth  up,  is  batting  close  to  .300. 

The  plan  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  to  surround  Bonds  with  solid  hitters 
and  thus  force  opposing  teams  to  "pitch 
to  Barry."  Alas,  this  plan,  with  few  excep- 
tions, has  not  come  to  pass.  For  much  of 
the  season,  the  players  around  Bonds  have 


not  lived  up  to  early-season  expectations: 
third  baseman  Edgardo  Alfonso  is  batting 
.283,  with  8  homers  and  65  RBIs; 
centerfielder  Marquis  Grissom  (who  has 
dropped  from  third  to  seventh  in  the 
lineup)  is  at  .273  with  17  round-trippers 
and  68  RBIs;  and  the  Giants  shonstops 
are  hitting  a  collective  .261.  With  Bonds 
unprotected,  opposing  pitchers  have  given 
him  a  free  pass  to  first  base  a  record  num- 
ber of  times.  Over  SBC's  Promenade  wall 


hang  dozens  of  rubber  chickens,  each  rep- 
resenting an  intentional  walk  issued  to 
Bonds. 

Don't  believe  me  -  here's  what  the 
current  all-time  home  run  leader 
Hammerin'  Hank  Aaron  has  to  say  on  the 
subject  (as  quoted  by  John  Shea  in  an  Au- 
gust 30  San  Francisco  Chronicle  article): 
"You  look  at  Barry  and  all  of  his  stats  and

If  you 
want  to  know  anything  about  contempo- 
rary dance  these  days,  you've  got  to  be 
clued  into  Butoh.  There  are  a  multitude 
of  reasons  for  its  prevalence,  but  I  would 
stipulate  that  its  underlying  theory — a 
theory  that  is  as  much  about  stillness  as  it 
is  about  explosive  movement  and  the  flex- 
ibility with  which  it  merges  with  other 
forms  of  dance — is  key.  Butoh  lends  itself 
to  a  kind  of  installation  art  of  the  body. 

Theater  of  Yugen's  monthly  series 
Yugen  Presents  brings  us  Eri  Majima's 
Kizashi  (The  Sign).  Majima  is  a  contempo- 
rary dancer  who  has  had  a  Toyko-based 
dance  school,  teaching  ballet  and  modern, 
and  her  own  company,  Eri  Majima  Dance 
Emerge.

There  are  reasons  Eastern  spirituality 
speaks  to  westerners,  for  within  the  mystic 
brew  lies  the  clear  wide  space  of  history.

As  a  kid  growing  up  on  Potrcro  Hill, 
Ron  Fiorc  spent  as  many  waking  hours  as 
he  could  shooting  hoops  at  the  neighbor- 
hood's basketball  courts.  When  he  was  old 
enough  to  have  access  to  a  car,  he  and  his 
friends  would  pull  into  the  schoolyard  at 
the  Starr  King  School,  shine  the  head- 
lights on  the  outdoor  courts,  and  play  un- 
til 2  in  the  morning.

I 
think  theyd  be  a  second  division  ball  club." 

Bonds's  numbers,  like  Schmidt's,  are  a 
dual  indicator  of  individual  prowess  on  an 
otherwise  struggling  team.  The  Cardinals 
have  eight  players  hitting  at  or  around  .300. 
Take  away  Bonds  .352  average,  as  other 
teams  do  every  time  they  walk  him,  and  the 
Giants  have,  as  I  write  this  article,  few  .300 
hitters  to  make  opposing  managers  rethink 
theif  pitch -around- him  strategy. 

Trades 

Trades  are  often  mistakenly  thought 
of  as  the  mere  moving  of  players  from 
team  to  team,  like  so  many  pieces  strategi- 
cally pushed  around  a  chessboard.  In  real- 
ity, trades  are  also  a  means  of  internal 
communication  to  a  team  and  an  external 
message  to  the  fans. 

For  example,  we  are  now  some  two- 
thirds  of  the  way  through  the  regular  sea- 
son, and  ambitious  organizations  have 
bolstered  their  teams  by  making  bold 
moves  and  spending  big  money  for  impact 
players,  all  in  an  effort  to  build  up  for  a 
run  at  postseason  play. 

Recent  trades  like  the  ones  by  the 
Cubbies  for  Nomar  Garciaparra;  the  Yan- 
kees for  Esteban  Louiza;  the  Marlins  for 
Guillcrmo  Mota,  Juan  Encarnacion,  and 


Paul  Lo  Duca;  the  Red  Sox  for  Dave  Rob- 
erts; and  the  Dodgers  for  Brad  Penny  and 
Steve  Finley  send  an  energizing  "We're 
going  for  it  all"  message  to  teams  in  tight 
races  and  their  fans. 

By  contrast,  the  message  to  an  out- 
manned,  under-gunned  Giants  team  is: 
"You're  on  your  own!"  Calls  for  the  club 
to  acquire  its  next  big  bat  to  both  protect 
Barry  from  being  pitched  around  and  be 
the  next  franchise  player  in  the  post- 
Bonds  era  to  come,  and  to  acquire  a  horse 
of  a  piichcf  (if  the  Giants  had  had  another 
l4-game-winning  arm  this  season,  they 
would  now  be  in  first  place),  have  gone 
unheeded.  The  absence  of  trades  appeats 
to  say  to  both  the  team  and  fans;  "We  are 
not  expanding,  but  contracting  our  ambi- 
tions for  this  year." 

Stdl .  .  . 

Anything  can  happen  in  the  wild, 
wild  National  League  Western  Division. 
The  Dodgers  and  Padres  could  still  im- 
plode. It  has  happened  before.  Self  de- 
structing  southlanders,  coupled  with  a 
timely  trade  or  two,  and  a  late  season  Gi- 
ants winning  streak,  could  land  us  a 
postseason  berth. 

Call  me  the  eternal  optimist,  but  I 
still  believe  that  guys  like  Jason  Schmidt, 
Barty  Bonds,  J.T.  Snow,  A.J.  Pierzynski, 
Pedro  Feliz,  and  Deivi  Cruz  can  beat  the 
odds  and  pull  off  a  miracle. 

Hill  resident  Dave  Matsuda  is  a  dyed-in- 
the-wool  Giants  fan.

UCSF  has  scheduled  two  community  information  meetings  to  discuss  the  future  of  the  UCSF  Medical  Center  facilities   To  meet  the  growing  demand  for  specialized  care 
and  increasingly  stringent  state- mandated  earthquake  safety  standards.  UCSF  has  launched  an  effort  to  build  new  facilltities:  most  likely  two  hospitals  -  an  acute  care 
facility  with  about  400  beds  and  a  smaller,  specialty  facility  with  about  250  beds  There  are  four  potential  locations  being  considered:

"You  Are  Here":  Maps  of  Personal  Worlds 


On  artist  Yolanda  Ramirez's  hand- 
drawn  map  of  the  Mission  District, 
Valencia  Street  is  represented  as  a  crowded 
row  of  coffee  mugs,  burritos,  women's 
blouses,  and  forks.  A  detailed  legend  in 
the  bottom  left  corner  indicates  that  these 
images  represent  cafes.  Mexican  food 
joints,  clothing  stores,  and  restaurants.  At 
the  corner  of  Guerrero  and  1 6th  is  a  small 
note  in  Yolanda's  writing,  "I  like  to  have  a 
cup  of  coffee  in  the  morning."  In  fact, 
Yolanda's  map  is  as  much  about  Yolanda 
and  her  daily  experience  of  the  urban 
landscape  as  it  is  about  street  names  and 
landmarks. 

Yolanda's  map  and  dozens  of  others 
created  by  artists  with  developmental  dis- 
abilities will  be  displayed  at  San  Francis- 
co's Creativity  Explored  as  part  of  the  new 
exhibition  "You  Arc  Here,"  opening  Sep- 
tember 2,  and  continuing  through  Octo- 
ber 9.  Gallery  hours  are  Monday  through 
Friday,  10  a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  and  Saturday,  1 
to  6  p.m.,  3245  I6th  Street  at  Guerrero. 

Curator  Allison  Pcbworih  has  been 
working  on  the  maps  with  individual  stu- 
dio artists  at  Creativity  Explored  for 


nearly  two  years.  "When  1  started," 
Pcbworth  says,  "I  realized  that,  for  most  of 
the  artists  this  was  their  first  experience  of 
maps  -  holding  them,  seeing  them. 
Yolanda  got  so  excited  about  the  four  di- 
rections. She  was  thrilled  to  learn  about 
north,  south,  east  and  west."

crs  in  moving  the  many  moving  parts  for- 
ward. Except  for  PG&E  gaining  another 
moneymaking  enterprise  in  the  form  of 
new  transmission,  no  one  will  win.  The 
East  Bay  will  continue  to  receive  the  Hons 
share  of  pollution  from  the  old  unim- 
proved Unit  3,  Hunters  Point  will  con- 
tinue to  operate,  the  city  will  lose  the  op- 
portunity to  site  and  control  the  new 
clean  and  flexible  CTs,  a  serious  blow  to 
the  long  range  renewable  energy  program, 
and  the  rate  payers  will  continue  to  pay 
for  very  old  polluting  and  inefficient  elec- 
tricity. 

CBE  is  taking  the  line  that  if 
CALISO  delivers  a  plan  that  will  shut 
down  Unit  3  permanently,  it  will  with- 
draw its  appeal.  CALISO  really  needs  to 
deliver  a  list  of  system  improvements  that 
will  negate  the  need  for  Unit  3  to  be  given 
continued  RMR  contracts.  Those  im- 
provements, no  doubt  will  include  the  3 
CTs,  Jefferson  Martin  and  other  transmis- 
sion upgrades.  To  execute  those  improve- 
ments that  keep  the  lights  on  in  the  San 
Francisco  Peninsula  requires  several  years 
of  work.  When  they  are  completed,  Unit 
3  will  lose  its  commercial  value  and  will 
not  be  operated.  Without  the  Unit  3  ret- 
rofit, Mirant  will  no  doubt  refuse  to  coop- 


erate with  the  city.  Hunters  Point  Power 
Plant  may  be  required  to  be  retrofit  and 
operated  for  many  years  to  come,  and  ulti- 
mately a  year  from  now,  when  the  CT 
project  is  dead  and  gone,  Unit  3  will  be 
allowed  to  retrofit,  leaving  us  pretty  much 
where  we  are  now. 

The  city  may  never  have  another  op- 
portunity to  gain  so  much  control  of  our 
energy  future.  The  current  situation  is 
fragile  at  best.  CBE  says  it  wants  an  EIR 
that  will  take  at  least  six  months  to  ac- 
complish. The  same  science  and  mitiga- 
tion was  studied  under  Mirants  Applica- 
tion for  Certification  over  th^  past  several 
years.  Why  can't  CBE  work  out  avmonl- 
toring  system  with  CALISO  in  or^cr  to 
allow  the  retrofit  to  move  forward?  A  ret- 
rofitted Unit  3  will  be  economically  shut 
down  sooner  than  environmental  stan- 
dards will  force  it  to  cease  operation. 

The  prudent  path  would  be  to  com- 
plete the  upgrade  of  Unit  3,  which  would 
reduce  tons  of  NOx  and  SOx,  and  buy 
the  time  needed  to  complete  the  new 
projects. 

CBE  is  being  very  righteous,  but 
ironically  it  is  endangering  the  environ- 
ment its  mission  is  to  protect.
